AN ESSAY 


On Inland Navigation and Internal Im- 


provement, as tiOW prosecuted in Pemi- 
sylvania—iy a Freeholder of Franklin 
County. 


(CONCLUDED.) 


Believing that it might be interest- 


ing to some of our citizens to know 
what the southern part of Pennsylvania, 
now so much neglected and underval- 
ued, has contributed by individual sub- 
scriptions »nd payments to the internal 
improvement of the State, I have with 
some little labour and research prepa- 
red a statement, compiled from the Re- 
port of the Auditor General of the 
State to theLegislature, 2<lth February, 
1S26, and also from the Report of the 
same, Feb. 15, 1827, shewing the a- 
mount of Stock paid by the State and 
individuals, in the se\eral Turnpike 
Companies, Sec. and also from the Re- 
port uf the Committee of the Senate on 
Roads, Bridges, Sec. March 33, 1«22. 


The great channels of intercourse 


and for transportation between the eas- 
tern and western parts of our State, 
were our turnpike roads, known as the 
southern and northern routes ; and from' 
the official reports to the Legislature, to 
be found on their Journals, it appears 
that the contributions of individuals, by 
actual pa>ments to the turnpike roads 
from Lancaster, via, York, Gettysburg, 
"Chambers!)urg and Bedford, to Pitts- 
burg, amount to the sum of §542,271. 
Whereas the like contributions to the 
turnpike roads from Lancaster \iaHar- 
risburg, Lewistown and Huntingdon to 
Pittsburg, amount to the sum of Si 39,- 
385. 
The people on the southern route 


contributed out of tbVir own purses 
nearly three dollars for one paid by the 
people on th« northern route, towards 
the construction and completion of 
what was then considered a great inter- 
nal improvement between the eastern 
and western parts^of the State. 


The individual payments to the sev- 


eral turnpike companies on the route 
fr«m Harrisburg-, via Carlisle, Cham- 
bersburg and Bedford to Pittsburgh 
were 
$352,626 


The like payments on the 


route from fiarrisburg'-via. 
Lewistown and Huntingdon 
to Pittsburg, were 
103,776

We do not'wish to disparage our fel- 


low-citizens of other counties, yet in 
maintaining the claims of the southern 
counties, we must be excused for con- 
trasting that portion of our population, 
who by their money contributed to 
make the public improvements which 
were of great State interest, with those 
citizens who formed the turnpike com- 
panies to the north of us, and who are 
now receiving so liberally out of the 
State Treasury, immense expenditures 
in their district of country. 
In no part 


of the State, has less been done by indi- 
vidual enterprise and contribution, than 
in those parts now so favored by legis- 
lative bounty. 
The three turnpike 


companies from Harrisburg; to Hun- 
tingdon obtained their charters by indi- 
vidual subscriptions, not out fourth part 
of which have been paid. 
The failure 


is so gross as to furnish evidence of ac- 
tual fraud practised by the turnpike 
companies in that district of country on 
the Commonwealth! 
There were in 


those three companies subscribed and 
paid as reported by the Auditor Gene- 
ral, Feb. 1825 and 1827, viz.

By management the State was made 


to contribute to this part of the north- 
ern turnpike more than eight times as 
much as the individual subscribers.— 
The individual subscribers of Bedford 
county have actually paid to the making 
of the great western turnpike through 
that county, more than five times as 
much as the people of Dauphin. MifBin 
and Huntingdon counties did to the 84 
miles from Harrisburg to Huntingdon.

The citizens of Franklin county have 


paid generously to the several turnpike 
roads passing through that county from 
east to west. 


The citizens of Somerset county dis- 


covered a like liberality. 


The citizens of the counties of York, 


Adams and Cumberland, have-also done 
much for the public internal improve- 
ment of their respective counties.

In the southern line of communica- 


tion iron. Philadelphia to Pittsburg, by 
a stone turnpike, individuals have ex- 
pended in the making of these public 
improvements, that a few ysars since 
were a favorite State object, nearly a 
million of dollars. 


The citizens of the counties up the 


Susquehanna, trusting to their natural 
advantages in having their river as the 
channel of transporting their various 
products to an eastern market, have 
done but little by their own contribu- 
tions and payments, to turnpike roads 
or other public works. 


The citizens of Union and Columbia 


counties, are yet without a turnpike 
road, except it may be a small portion 
of the Berv/ick turnpike; which passes 
through the northern point of Colum- 
bia, and to which, from its situation, it 
is presumed the citizens of Columbia 
contributed nothing. 


The citizens of Centre have paid to 


two turnpite roads in their county, the 
sum of 413,534 64, and received out of 
the state Treasury for the same roads, 
the sum of £39,473. 


The citizens of Northumberland, no 


doubt, contributed by individual sub- 
scrip tion-and payments to the Centre 
turnpike road company, but the amount 
from any documtnts within the power 
of the writer, cannot be ascertained.— 
The individual subscription to the 
Northumberland Bridge Company was 
$40,000. 


Here is exhibited a property in pub- 


lic improvements in our gouthern bor- 
der, made at the expense of the citixen, 
for the accommodation of the commu- 
nity, of a magnitude and character not 
to be disregarded in legislation for oth- 
er parts of the State.—Connected with 
this property in Stock, there are other 
great interests along the souther* turn- 
pike. 
Public houses and other im- 


provements have been erected all along 
this line of communication, on the faith 
of public protection and permanent en- 
joyment. 


The counties along the southern line 


and contiguous, exhibit a population 
and wealth forming a large part of that 
of the state. The white population of 
those counties, by the census of 1820, 
in which weinclude Delaware, Chester, 
Lancaster, York. Adams, Cumberland, 
Franklin, Bedford, Somerset, Fayette, 
Greene and Washington, was 345,806, 
being more than one third of the *,vhole 
population of the fetatc, including the 
city of Philadelphia—the total of our 
population being at that time I,017,094. 


From th* assessmtnts made of the 


real property of this State, as reported 
by a committee of the Legislature, 
March 1, 1815, the real estate in those 
counties was valued at §108,784,7°' J— 
when that of the whole State, including 
Philadelphia, is valued at 830»,842,830. 
YYe have included Cumberland and 
Washington counties in our list, as the 
same proscription is extended to them 
on account of their location and neigh- 
borhood, as if misfortune had bounded 
them on the Maryland line. 


We would assign another cause tha* 


any mentioned, why so many counties 
are treated as if they were the step chil- 
dren of the Commonwealth, and whose 
interest and moneys are disposed of 
and legislated to others, as if they 
had no lot or part in the matter; and 
that is the undue influence of the Phil- 
adelphia representation in our state leg- 
islature, who, in their jealousy of the 
growth of Baltimore, and the inter- 
course of our citizens with that market; 
and by a most mistaken policy, v-bich, 
if left'to its operation, would make us 
hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
rather than that we should profit by 
our choice of a market, other than that 
furnished us by PhHadelphia.~--Tbe 
spirit that actna'tes the respectable re- 
presentathcs of thai city, no doubt a- 
rises from their anxious desire^lo pro- 
mote the great interests of their city; 
but in its operation and character, it is, 
we think, liberal, si*. A'SO impolhic ] 


as respects the very interests which it 
was intended to advance.—The Hand 
of the Almighty hath placed some of out- 
counties within half the distance from 
Baltimore, that they are from Phila- 
delphia : but we are satisfied that there 
is no partiality with our citizens for the 
Baltimore market, or any disposition 
to prefer it, further than what arises 
from the convenience of distance, and 
the greater facility and smaller expence 
of transportation. In this part of the 
state we are proud of our commercial 
capital, and cherish to its intelligent 
and benevolent citizens the most friend- 
ly feelings and regard, and would be 
pleased to see it possessed of the interi- 
or trade of the state; but also enjoy 
through our public works and improve- 
ments, a great share of the western 
trade: and are willing that a large por- 
tion of our state resources should be 
applied to facilitate the intercourse 
with it, and enable it with increased 
advantages to enter into competition 
with other Atlantic cities for the trade 
of our western world.—It is also our 
desire that we should possess, is this 
section »f the state, greater facilities 
of transportation to Philadelphia, so as 
to oj»tn that market to us, when im- 
proved channels are now construct- 
ing at the state expense, in other parts 
of the state less deserving of the pub-" 
lie patronage. 


With the partiality avowed for the 


Philadelphia market, we cannot sanc- 
tion a policy that would interpose ob- 
stacles to the trade and intercourse of 
our citizens with the commercial cap- 
ital of anether state ; or by any legisla- 
tion attempt to coerce our 
citizens 


against what they may conceive to be 
their interest: and confine their trade 
to the Philadelphia market. 
Our pub- 


lic works, and improvements ought to 
be for the benefit and accommodation 
of our whole community; and as their 
professed object is to facilitate the 
transportation of our agricultural and 
mineral products from the west to an 
eastern market, and the return trade; 
whatever obstacles are interposed to 
the trader in his choice of, or approach 
to an eastern market, is a tax on the 
many, f»r the benefit of but compara- 
tively a few, and wh'ich, without some 
equivalent, is unjust and oppressive. 


The great prevailing interests of this 


commonwealth, are the agricultural, 
and every facility for its transportation 
to market, where our farmers can sell 
dear and buy cheap, are to be encoura- 
ged ; and the legislation that would ar- 
reit, or impede its course to a prefer- 
red and more advantageous market, is 
unwise, impolitic and destructive. 


If Baltimore were a foreign city, the 


trade of which was subject, at times, 
to prohibitary restrictions, at the cap- 
rice of its rulers, and which excluded 
the citizens of Pennsylvania,from a trade 
and intercourse that was extended to 
the citizens of Maryland : there might 
be propriety and policy in subjecting 
our citizens to some deprivations that 
would tend to advance the interest and 
growth of our own commercial city, 
which would furnish a market at all 
times and seasons, without interrup- 
tion or restraint.—Baltimore is the city 
of a sister state, under a common gov- 
ernment, that secures to the citizens of 
Pennsylvania, the trade and intercourse 
•f the citizens of Maryland ; and though 
duly and interest ought to incline us 
in favour of the improvement and pros- 
perity «f our own city ; yet we cannot 
think that either requires an unfriendly 


spirit to the city of Baltimore, or an 
opposition or hostility to public im- 
provements, that may possibly benefit 
Baltimore—whilst they 
afford great 


advantages and accommodation to a 
large portion of our own population." 


Whatever advantage of situation our 


fellow citizens of York county may pos- 
sess by> reason of their ricinity to the 
Baltimore market, an attempt to de- 
prive them of their natural advantages 
by any artificial regulations, and refuse 
to them or others the privilege of ma- 
king at their own expence through their 
county, an improved means of trans- 
portation to the Baltimore market, 
would, in our opinion, be too contract- 
ed, illiberal and unjust for the represen- 
tatives of a free people ; and the legisla- 
tion that would interdict it, would be 
more becoming the region and policy 
of China, than the land of Penn. . 


([The writer then argues the propri- 


ety of the State, giving them a canal or 
rail-way, from Harrisburg to Cham- 
oersburg, or the Potomac, immediate- 
ly—and concludes as follows :] 


It is not to be alleged against us that 


we are claiming a considerable appro- 
priation of the public money, to further 
improvement, when we are at the same 
time complaining- of past extravagance 
and improvidence in the disposition of 
what his heretofore been appropria- 
ted.—We are not subject to the charge 
of inconsistency ; for we complain that 
the legislature did not confine their"at- 
tention, and apply their recources to a 
single leading State improvement; and 
which, if prosecuted to a completion, 
would have tested the advantages and 
utility of such m»ans of transportation ; 
instead of doing which the public mon- 
ey has b*een appropriated, and expend- 
ed in a variety of minor works, for the 
accommodation of particular districts; 
when, this valley and other counties^a-' 
long our southern line, having better 
claims on the public treasury and pat- 
ronage, have been neglected.—We ask 
only now to be placed on an equality 
with those favored districts; and that 
with the exception of what is located 
snd contracted for in those districts, 
that their further prosecution bt sus- 
pended until our southern counties,'inr 
eluding Lancaster, shall be accommo- 
dated, not with the promise but with' 
the actual construction of like improve- 
ments as far as they may be possessed 
of facilities of location deserving of 
such improvements.—If beyond the 
appropriations necessary to do justice 
to some of the southern counties, it- 
should be found that the public interests 
demanded, and the public resources 
admitted of a limited appropriation 
to the further prosecution of the Juni- 
ata canal and rail-way, during the next 
season, it may be acquiesced in by the 
public as necessary to the productive- 
ness and accommodation of what is 
already constructed, and on which so 
much money has been expended, and 
which cannot now be recalled. 


It is also our opinion,to some of those 


counties, especiallyBedford and Somer- 
set, whose citizens did so much with 
their »wn purses for our great western 
turnpike, if they cannot he made to par- 
ticipate advantageously in a canal «r 
rail-way, contributions ta a moderate 
extent raised from the receipts of tke 
finished canals and rail-ways, not other- 
wise pledged, ought to be made that 
would enable their turnpike companies 
to pay their debts—improve their road 
•—and reduce their tolls.

VIRGINIA CONVENTION. 


It will be recollected tint, dunngthc 


last year, the people of Virginia deter- 
mined, by a majority of uioic than live 
thousand votes, a Convention should be 
called for the purpose of amending ihe 
Constitution of that State, 
ihe sub- 


ject was taken up at a» early period ol 
the present session of the Legislature, 
and an act authorising the call oi a Con- 
vention has been reported, which act 
contains some features peculiarly disa- 
preeable to the irieims of Kelorm.— 
One of these features is that which pro- 
poses that three-fifths cf the slave po- 
pulation shall be represented in Con- 
vention, which, in eftect, must continue 
.the preponderance of pov-er inline 
hands of the small counties in the East- 
ern and Southern sections of the State, 
if it do not defeat the \\ hole Convention 
project. 
Under this aspect of the 


question, much excitement has spread 
among the people. 
A writer, who 


styles himself "An uncompromising 
friend-of Reform," and whose publica- 
tion has circulated widely in pamphlet 
form, holds this language:— 


"What then is the alternative ?_ The 


Legislature refuses us a Convention.— 
Be it so.—Ji Contention dogged with de- 
grading conditions, is worse than none.— 
It would but perpetuate evils which, if 
we have the manhood to attempt, we 
can now shake off forever. 
The eflui t 


will cos.t us labor and time and money. 
£ntj if the enfotcement of our just 
rights be an object as valuable as it is 
dear to us, the effort is worth making 
If the bill for assembling a convention 
be lost, or if it pass the legislative bo- 
dies tainted with the principle of slave 
representation, let the friends of reform 
in those bodies secede from the Legisla- 
tur», and form themselves into a separate 
body, and peiform those duties which the 
people sent them lo perform." 


He then attempts to demonstrate the 


policy and practicability of the mea- 
sure, and concludes thus :— 


"If these flattering anticipations 


should unhappily prove fallacious, we 
sh'all have the consolation left, that tho' 
civil war is a great calamity, a slavish 
submission to usurped authority is a 
still greater. 
Such at least was the o- 


pmion 'of those gallant men who ce- 
mented with their blood the foundations 
of the commonwealth." 


The Editor of the Winchester Re- 


publican concludes an article on the in- 
justice of the provisions of the propo- 
sed act, in the marked and stt ong- terms 
which follow: 


"A crisis is approaching—a momen- 


tous and an alarming one. We know 
the feeling of this part of Virginia—\ve 
believe we can speak also for our trail s- 
Alleghany brethren—and we say, under 
a deep sense of the responsibility of the 
declaration, that the time has now come 
when there SHALL BE A CONVEN- 
TION . If our eastern brethren choose 
to unite with us, 'tis well; if they do 
not unite with us, we shall obey the will 
of the people in pursuing our own 
course ; and having the numerical and 
physical force of the commonwealth, 
let them oppose us if they dare I"

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 
The packet ship Caledonian, Rogers, 


from Liverpool, arrived at New York on 
the evening of the 19th inst., bringing 
London papers to 5th and London Ship- 
ping Lists to the 3d.

vessels laden with corn, had arrived 
there from Alexandria, and thirty more 
were daily expected at the time of those 
arrivals, (Oct. 26.)

Extract of a letter from a friend, dated 


HAKHISBURG, Jan. 19,1829. 


The coming in of delegations from 


the adpcrnt counties on t;ie west side 
of the Susqiiehanna, to urge upon the 
Legislature the great necessity t>f giving 
them an improved means of transport- 
ing their products to market at Balti 
more by Rail-road, seems to have alar- 
med the state of Philadelphia ; the evi- 
dence of the fact that the Baltimore and 
Susquehanna Rail Road is earnestly de- 
sired by the Southern and Western 
counties of this great State, has opera- 
ted a change in the minds of many 
members of the Legislature — they be- 
gin to pause and inquire whether the 
measure is not as much, if not more im- 
portant to the interests of that section 
of the State, than it is to Baltimore I 


The Committee of Incorporation of 


the House of Representatives to whom 
was referred the petitions of the county 
of York, Sec. in favor of the Baltimore 
and Susquehanna Rail Road, convened 
on Saturday evening and agreed to hear 
the representations of the various inte- 
rests relating to the question. 
The 


Committee was addressed by GEORGE 
WINCHESTER, Esq. of Baltimore, in a 
close, argumentative speech of nearly 
two hours, in which he clearly demon- 
strated that Baltimore was the natural 
market for the vast products of the Sus- 
quehanna valley, — that the Pennsylva- 
nia Canal must of necessity receive in 
toll a natural portion of the interest on 
the Canal debt, by transporting the 
Coai. Iron, Flour, Whiskey, Sec. of the 
interior, which Baltimore and its adja- 
cent southern market and foreign trade 
would con same, — that the produce of 
that valley, on arrh ing at tne termina- 
tion of the Canal at Middletown, could 
not find sufficient means to transport it 
to Philadelphia, upon the Canal and 
contemplated Columbia Rail Road, — 
that the dilemma thus existing would 
be whether the surplus should be com- 
pelled to float through the dangerous 
Falls and Rapids of the Susquehanna 
to Baltimore market, or be saieiy and 
more cheaply transported to that mar- 
ket on a Rail Road, — that the Soutti 
and west counties of Pennsylvania. 
which had long been habituated to the 
Baltimore market \*ere deeply interes- 
ted in this question, and were petition- 
ing for the Road, —that the important ob- 
ject of comity between the States of the 
Union and the securing a free and easy 
intercourse between the citizens o( ad- 
joining States, both combining- to pro- 
mole that perpetuity to the confedera- 
cy, -uerexnvohed in this question. — 
Mr. Winchester opened hio address 
with a brilliant and able refutation of 
the illiberal act of Philadelphia, which 
denounced the people of JLiaiiiaiore as 
foreigners, and strangers tu a commerce 
that had in fact flowed lo the Liltcr city 
from the Susquehanna for nearly hali a 
century. 
Mr. Winchester was follow- 


ed by the Hon. J. li. POWKLL, of the 
Senate, who with much ardour defen- 
ded the claim of his cunstiujenu lo the 
right of turning the whole trade ol the 
Susquehanna valley lo Philadelphui,and 
urged the necessity of Baltimore -wait- 
ing until it should bedeiermir.ed by ex- 
periment (when the Canal aiid iw.li! 


Tha.t tfie population asking thp priyU 
legft, orrciilier right') to constrxicl this 
Rail Road exceeded the population of 
Philadelphia.—Mr. PExnosEalso show- 
ed very conclusively thdt the people ol 
the great Coal region of the Susquehan- 
na country could never expect to bring 
their Coal to the Philadelphia market 
in competition with the inexhaustible 
and much nearer mines now in full op- 
eralion upon the Schuylkill andLeh'igh. 
-—Col. POWELL made'a short rejoinder 
to the speech of Mr. PENKOSE, asserting 
that the Susquehanna Coal could be 
profitably conveyed down the Susque- 
hannu and through the Union Canal to 
the Philadelphia market—which^ mar- 
ket, he said, was not amply supplied by 
the Schuylkill and Lehigh Mines. 
Mr. 


RICHARDS, a respectable merchant from 
the city of Philadelphia, then addressed 
the Committee, contemning the idea of 
his speaking as a Philadelphian, and 
claiming to be heard, on the broader 
ground, of being a Pennsylvariian.— 
The object of his remarks went to prove 
that the Philadelphia market was all 
sufficient for the whole product of the 
.Susquehanna country, and that an en- 
lightened and liberal view of the subject 
was, that the Legislature refuse the pe- 
titions of the south counties of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Baltimore, and that to centre 
the products of the State in the Phila- 
delphia market would be a wise ai^L 
expanded policy 1 Col. POWELL 
re- 


marked, that he had heard, that a gen- 
tleman had said, that Baltimore would 
loan Pennsylvania all the funds which 
might be required for the completion 
of her internal improvements. 
Mr. 


WINCHESTER replied, that he had said, 
and there repeated, thdt the report 
which had been circulated, that Phila- 
delphia would not supply the pecuniary 
wains of the State, (in the contingency 
that the Legislature should see fit to 
grant the chat ter for the Baltimore and 
Susquehanna Rail Road,) was a chimera 
—that Boston, New-York, and Balti- 
more, would gladly loan at 5 per cent, 
any amount that the State of Pennsyl- 
vania might require, and that'BcJti- 
more capitalists could supply a loan on 
similar terms, to the amount that 
might be required for the current year. 
Au attempt was made by those in the 
Philadelphia interest, to deny a hear- 
ing of the gentlemen of the south coun- 
ties and Baltimore.bat the) were sham- 
ed out of such a measure, by the inter- 
ference of persons present iroro. both 
Houses. 1 he meetings in the south 
counties have roused and continue to 
excite the attention of the more North- 
ern and Western people, and the tables 
of the Legislative Hall will soon be loa- 
ded with the requests of their constitu- 
ents, to be allovi ed a choice of markets. 
Many petitions have already been pre- 
sented, it is worthy of remark, that 
whenever a petition is presented, some 
membei from Jfhiiaddphia is pro\ided 
with a remonstrance from that city. I 
should not be surprised, if that city 
were to disgust the Legislature by 
buch proceedings. 
The question now 


seems to be between the citizens of 
Philadelphia. & the country. JBalt. Gaz.

DESPERATE ENCOUNTER !— 


We recently copied from a Western pa- 
per, an account of a fierce and deadly 
combat between a Mr. Gibson and a 
Mr, Dui-den, of Mississippi, 
with 


sword canes, in which the former gen- 
tleman dropped down dead, being pier- 
ced with 5 stabs, viz.: "3 in the abdo- 
men, 1 in the breast, and 1 under the 
chin, passing through his mouth into 
his head."—We ha\e something to 
match, indeed surpass, the combat be- 
tween the heroes of Mississippi, in a 
most butcherly conflict between two 
runaway negroes^ which took place on 
Saturday night last, in Hertford coun- 
ty, (N. C.) nearly in our vicinity, the 
particulars of which have been commu- 
nicated to us by a gentleman of un-- 
doubted veracity, residing in the town 
of Winton, in that county. 


Tom, who was a \ery likely fellow, 


a bright mulatto, said to belong to a 
Mr. Womble,"Li" Southampton county, 
(Va.) and Nat, who formly belonged to 
a Mr. Jenkins of Hertford, but who 
was sold by him to a Georgiaman, had 
been 4 or 5 years ranging the forests of 
Hertford as runaways. They had lived 
together like brothers during all that 
time, and had rendered themselves so 
terrible by their J aping villainies, that 
numerous attempts were made to ar- 
rest them, which they had successfully 
eluded, and it seemed as if they had ob- 
tained a warrant from Old Nick, to 
commit e\ery sort of depredation with 
impunity.
